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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The subject matter of this application admits of illustration by a drawing to 
facilitate understanding of the invention. Applicant is required to furnish a drawing 
under 37 CFR 1.81. No new matter may be introduced in the required drawing. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-4 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Schofield (US 6,498,620). 

As for claim 1 , Reeves teaches of the use of digital cameras for rear and side 
view imaging for motor vehicles (Column 1 3, Lines 22-58). 

As for claim 2, Reeves teaches of the use of a flat panel display of the views 
along the sides and behind a motor vehicle (Column 8, Lines 42-55). 

As for claim 3, Reeves teaches of the use of a flat panel display with an 
integrated seamless image of the views along side and behind a motor vehicle (Column 
7, Lines 48-64). 
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As for claim 4, Reeves teaches of the use of a recording device to capture the 
camera views along the sides and behind a motor vehicle (Column 24, Lines 1-8). 

As for claim 7, Reeves teaches of the use of a timer incorporated with the 
camera views and recording device capturing the views along the sides and behind a 
motor vehicle (Note: capture images for 15 seconds, Column 24, Lines 1-8). 

4. Claims 5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Narayan (US 6,317,691). 

As for claim 5, Narayan teaches of using a distance sensor incorporated with the 
camera views and recording device capturing the views along the sides and behind 
vehicle (Note: determines the distance from the image sensor (located on the car) to the 
lights on the opposite car, Column 3, Lines 33-43). 

As for claim 6, Narayan teaches of using a speed (i.e. rate of closure) sensor 
incorporated with the camera views and recording device capturing the views along the 
sides and behind vehicle (Column 3, Lines 37-52).
